Hopkins, “that the most common cause of cancer of the mouth today | 
is the long continued use of tobacco, The second ts ragged, dirty teeth.” 

“It is since the discovery of tobacco that we have learned that 
some barbarous tribes in Africa have cancer of the mouth following the 
chewing of betel nuts. It was the smoking of the short pipe in Ireland 
that first called attention to cancer of the mouth and lip. 

“We have no evidence. now that we have our recent experience, that 
it makes much difference whether it is pipe, cigarette, cigar, chewing to-

PLAYING WITH FIRE 


Premier Tardieu of France has re- 
plied to Premier Mussolini of Italy, for- 
tunately, not in the same vein. The 
Italian chief perhaps feels it necessary 
to treat his countrymen to strong doses 
of nationalistic oratory in order to 
arouse their spirit. There is no room 
for doubt either as to the quality of the 
stimulant he has been giving them, nor 
as to its effect. The French premier re- 
sponded with more reserve and an evi- 
dent desire to avoid provoking another 
outburst from the Duce. 

The effect of the interchange is to 
leave Italy in the position of the aggres- 
sor in a wordy duel for which there 
seems to be no particular occasion. It 
recalls the fact that at the recent naval 
conference Italy demanded naval parity 
with France, for reasons not specified. 
Just what may be Mussolini’s purpose 
may be known only to himself. Neither 
his actions at the time of the confer- 
ence nor his speeches in recent weeks 
have looked like gestures of peaceful in- 
tent. 


WHY BLAME PARLIAMENT? 


Parliament having empowered the 
courts in Ontario to grant divorce, some 
who object to that power being given 
them now raise the complaint that un- 
der the old English law—the only di- 
vorce law for the time applicable to 
that province—a husband may obtain 
divorce-on proving infidelity, but a wife 
must prove both infidelity and cruelty. 
Wherefore parliament is accused of hav- 
ing legislated Ontario under a system 
of dual standards in regard to the mari- 
tal relations and the» grounds upon 
which these may be severed. 

But parliament did not, and cannot, 
lay down the grounds upon which di- 
vorce may be obtained in Ontari, or 
any other province. That is within the 
exclusive jurisdiction of the provincial 
legislature. If Ontario has no divorce 
Yaw that is the fault of its legislature, 
not of parliament. And if the old Bri- 
tish law, which for the time holds sway 
there because of the negligence of the 
legislature, does not meet with public 
approval as to what should be the con- 
ditions for divorce, the legislature can 
fix the conditions to suit itself and the 
people of the province. 

arliament did nothing more than 
decide that divorce in Ontario is to be 
available to poor people on the same 
terms as to rich people. It is for the 
legislature to say what these terms 
shall be.

It stands, in 
fact, as proof that the work parliament 
accomplishes is not proportioned to the 
time the members spend amid the con- 
genial, but sometimes enervating, sur- 
roundings of the capital. Even the 
member for Peace River, who professed 
scruples about accepting his indemnity 
because of the shortness of the session, 
need suffer no remorse because he did 
not carry his self-denying threat into 
execution. The rule in longer sessions 


is that the members talk more and do 
less.
